As denatured spirit is principally required now, the production of 
methylated spirit and with it the production of acetic acid has 
fallen off. Prices of vinegar, acetate of soda, and lead acetate have 
advanced about 70 per cent. It is probable, however, that these

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PURITY OF INDIAN WHEAT. 


Referring to the notice on p. 140 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 17th January, relative to a Resolution by the Govern- 
ment of India on the subject of the Purity of Indian Wheat, the 
following is the full text of the resolution in question :— 

“In July, 1905, the Right Honourable the Secretary of State 
for India, acting at the instance of certain Flour Millers’ Associa- 
tions in the United Kingdom, asked the Government of India to 
consider whether any measures could be devised, with the co-oper- 
ation of the commercial community, for the improvement of the 
purity of Indian wheat exported to foreign countries by sea. 
Though this question of the adulteration of Indian wheat had on 
several previous occasions received the careful consideration of the 
Government of India, it was decided, in view of the rapidly-grow- 
ing importance of the export trade, to consult the leading Indian 
Chambers of Commerce on the subject. 

“The Government of India were then disposed to think that the 
rigid adherence of English buyers to the system of purchase on a 
fixed basis of refraction was to a great extent responsible for the 
systematic adulteration—as opposed to the addition of impurities 
owing to the system of cultivation and the methods of preparation 
for the market—of wheat before it left India ; and they, therefore, 
suggested that considerable improvement might be effected if 
Home dealers were authoritatively informed that there would be 
no difficulty in supplying clean wheat on a basis of 2 per cent. 
refraction, which would cover the maximum amount of impurities 
due to natural causes, and would preclude deliberate adulteration. 
The replies received from the Chambers of Commerce were, how- 
ever, not sufficiently explicit on this point, and it was necessary 
again to consult them and the local millers in regard’ to this 
matter. It appeared to the Government of India that, if the 
existing system under which the grain is sold was altered, no 
action on their part would be necessary, and they, therefore, again 
proposed, with the object of strengthening the position of a certain 
section of English buyers who were known to be in favour of pro- 
curing cleaner wheat, to state authoritatively that wheat could be 
regularly supplied from India containing not more than 2 per cent. 
of impurities. ‘lhe point specifically referred for opinion was 
whether this announcement could safely be made. 

“The replies received have been considered, and the. Govern- 
ment of India now feel justified in announcing for general infor- 
mation that, if buyers of Indian wheat desire to obtain regular 
supplies containing not more than 2 per cent. of impurities (that 
term covering all foreign matter other than food-grains), the mass 
of Indian shipments can be made on that basis.” 
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BRAZILIAN BUDGET EXPENDITURE FOR 1907, 


The Brazilian “ Diario Official” of Ist January contains par- 
ticulars of the Budget expenditure for 1907, approved by Congress 
on 80th December. Among other items of interest the followi ing 
may be noted :-— 

The following sums are to be expended on public buildings :— 
450,000 milreis on completing the construction of a building for 
the Faculty of Law at Recife; 150,000 milreis on repairing and 
improving the President’s palace ; 50,000 milreis on repairing and 
completely refurnishing the buildings of the Faculty of Law at 
S. Paulo; 80,000 milreis on improving the headquarters of the 
Fire Brigade, i including the electrical plant thereof ; 1,000,000 milreis 
on completing the building destined for the National School of Fine 
Arts. 

The President of the Republic is authorised to spend :-—70,000 
milreis on premiums for fostering the silk industry; 250,000 
milreis on geological surveys; 1,000,000 milreis on the promotion 
of a National Exhibition of Agriculture, Industry and Arts, to be 
held in Rio de Janeiro in 1908. 

The President is also empowered to promote the use of national 
coal on the State Railways and in other public services, and the 
substitution of petroleum for alcohol as an illuminant on the Federal 
and other railways, and gasoline or petroleum for alcohol as 
motive power on the I*ederal Railways; to raise the sums necessary 
for the construction of post offices in Bahia, St. Paulo and Porto 
Alegre, for the improvement of the water supply of Rio de Janeiro, 
for port works at Cabo Frio and Cananea.

The Budget also contains a provision for the expenditure of 
4,000,000 gold milreis (about 450,000/.) on 
promoting the consumption of Brazilian agri- 
cultural produce in foreign countries by means 
of a system of premiums and subsidies to 
sellers of such produce, more especially coffee, 
cocoa, sugar, tobacco and maté.

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AGRICULTURAL ENTERPRISE 1N COREA.) 


The following particulars relating to agricultural enterprise in 
Corea have been translated by the ‘‘ Japan Weekly Mail ” from a 
Tokyo contemporary, and are based on iueshietions made by the 
Japanese Residency-General :-— 

Broadly speaking, the land in Corea may be divided into culti- 
vated and uncultivated, and the latter again may be subdivided 
into riverine lands, littoral lands, and moor lands. 

Riverine Lands.—Every year the rivers overflow in July on 
August, and the adjacent lands are so enriched by the detritus that 
no necessity exists for manuring them. Barley and similar cereals 
are sown in October and reaped in June. Buckwheat is sown after 
the rains have ceased. No difficulty attends the growing of these 
crops. There are also places where, even though inundations may 
occur, fruit trees and mulberry trees can be cultivated. The floods, 
if, on the one hand, they constitute an obstacle, become, on the 
other, a means of enriching the land. Thus along the course of 
the Yongsan River in Yongpho, not far from Mokpho, barley of 
the golden-melon variety was sown in October, 1904, and harvested 
in Sou 1905, the yield being 25 ‘“‘to” (over 13 bushels) per “ tan ” 
(one-fourth of an acre). Land of this kind as yet uncultivated 
exists in large quantities along the Yongsan and Nakdon Rivers, 
and may be purchased for from 2 to 3 yen per “ tan.” 

Littoral Lands.—Along the sea-coasts trifling works of reclama- 
tion would render considerable tracts of land arable, and these 
would serve for upland farming or for rice-growing. 

Moor Lands.— The land of Corean moors is poor, and as manure 
is difficult to obtain, agricultural enterprise there is ny 
difficult. 

Lands already under Cultivation These may be ae all over 
Corea, but the climate being warmer in the districts southward of 
Seoul than in those to the northward, the former region should be 
chosen for crops of the nature of rice. In Fusan, Taiku, Seoul, 
and so forth, places where Japanese settlers are numerous, the 
price of land is naturally high, but there is no difficulty in 
procuring rich land at a comparatively cheap rate in quarters to 
which Japanese enterprise has not yet extended. Thus in the 
direction of Pyong-thaik, which is near the railway line, good 
rice-fields can be purchased for from 20 to 25 yen per tan (80 to 
100 yen per acre). Of course in making purchases particular 
attention must be paid to the water supply, for which reason July 
or August is the best month to operate. Like the Japanese who 
value rice so much as an article of diet, the Coreans are apt to 
make rice-fields even in places where the irrigation resources are 
very inconvenient. 

Price of Land.—In Corea the price at which land may. be pro- 
cured differs: greatly according to the skill shown by the purchaser. 
Any hasty attempt to buy hurts the feelings of the owner, and 
creates opposition: The best plan is to select the district where 
one desires to acquire land, and then to establish oneself or one’s 
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agent there, letting it be known, in a general sort of way, that one 
is disposed to buy. Then the Coreans, who class transactions in 
land in the same category with the sale or purchase of movable 
chattels, that is to say, as a mere means of procuring or spending 
money, will of themselves come and offer to sell. Thereafter, by 
the exercise of a little patience, a considerable tract may be very 
cheaply acquired in a few years. At present the prices ruling for 
one “tan” of rice-land are, in Kunsan, 15 yen (approximately) ; in 
Pyongthaik (near the Seoul-Fusan Railway), 20 to 25 yen; in 
Kyon-i-pho, 30 yen (for the best rice land), and from 7 to 15 yen 
for uplands; in Mokpho and Sungdo, 10 yen for uplands; and in 
Yangtang, 18 yen, more or less, for rice land. Along the Rivers 
Yongsan and Nakdon, where floods take place, the price is from 


2 to 3 yen per “ tan.”

COTTON MANUFACTURING INDUSTRY IN THE 
: UNITED STATES. 

The following statistics relating to the cotton manufacturing 
industry in the United States are extracted from a Bulletin on 
the Census of Manufactures in 1905, recently published by the 
Bureau of the Census :— 

The quantity of cotton consumed in the textile mills, including 
cordage and twine and excluding shoddy, increased from 
1,923,531,948 pounds, valued at 133,067,766 dols. in 1900, to 
1,981,760,046 pounds, valued at 234,524,340 dols. in 1905. 

The number of spindles in operation in cotton milis in 1905 
(excluding those in mills that were idle during the entire year) 
was 23;687,495, as against 19,472,232 in 1900, and the number of 
power looms 559 781, as against 455 5,752. The number of hand 
looms was not reported. 

The following table shows the kind, quantity and cost of the 
materiglis used in cotton manufactures* in 1900 and 1905 :—

This Order states that as regards the definition of the term ‘“ food ” 
as used in Commerce Regulation 5(2a) respect-.

This Order relates to the trade descriptions being given in foreign 
languages, and directs that neither the Com- 
merce Act nor the regulations require English 
Languages descriptions. 

, It is pointed out, however, that the importer

and was false as a matter of fact, as if the false description were in 
English. Ifa merchant desires to describe his goods in a foreign 
language he may do so, but the Collector may require a full and 
correct translation of the description before passing the goods 
under the Commerce Act. 

It has also been decided that descriptions, apart from the country 
of origin, must be entirely in one language, ée.g., in describing a 
food it may be necessary to qualify a generic term. In such cases 
the whole description must be in one language. 


ORDER No. 815. 
In the case of goods being imported, which do not come under the 
Commerce Regulations, but which bear descrip- 
tions or indications in two or more languages 
without a statement of the country of origin of 
the goods, it is pointed out in the Order that in

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC.

The Treaty provides generally for reciprocal most-favoured- 
nation treatment in all matters of commerce and navigation ; the 
subjects, vessels and products of Japan in Chile, and the citizens, 
vessels and products of Chile in Japan enjoying respectively all 
favours, privileges or immunities granted to the subjects or citizens 
or to the vessels or products of any other nation. There are, how- 
ever, excepted from the foregoing stipulation all special favours, 
privileges or immunities relating to commerce or navigation which 
Japan has already granted or may hereafter grant to any 
independent: Asiatic nation, as well as the like special favours, 
privileges or immunities which Chile has already granted or may 
hereafter grant to the Latin American Republics. The coasting 
trade also is excepted from the provisions of the present Treaty, 
and remains subject to the laws of Japan and Chile respectively. 

The Treaty is to remain in force until the expiration of six 
months after either of the contracting parties shall have given 


notice to the other of its intention to terminate it.

Sal Board, the Board of Trade have now received a 
mapinenves at copy of the “ Cape of Good Hope Government 
Port Elizabeth. = Garette” for 14th December, 1906. containing 
amended Bye-Laws, dated 6th December, 1906, and framed by 
that Board under sec. 19 of the Explosives Act, No. 4 of 1887, 
for the purpose of regulating the landing, shipping and tran- 
shipping of explosives at the above-mentioned Port. 

Under these regulations it is provided that the master of every 
vessel conveying explosives must, on arriving at Port Elizabeth, 
either by himself or his agent, give notice in ‘writing to the Har- 
bour Board that certain quantities of explosives, which must be 
correctly specified, are on board. 

Such vessels must hoist a red flag: at the fore by day, and a red 
light by night, and are to be anchored at such places as shall be 
appointed by the Harbour Board. 

The full text of the present regulations, which also deal with the 
handling of explosives on being landed or transhipped, may be 
seen at the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 





CANADA—MEXICO. 


With reference to the notice on p. 560 of the ‘“ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 20th September.last respecting the 
establishment. of a steamship service between 
Mexican and Canadian Pacific Coast ports, a 
communication has been received, through 
Mr. Grigg, the Board of Trade Commissioner at 
present in Canada, from a firm of importers at 
Vancouver B.C., in which it is stated that, in 
consequence of the decision to inaugurate this new line of steamers, 
it is anticipated that quite a large business will develop between 
the two countries. 

This line will enable British manufacturers to overcome what 
has been a great drawback to them in competing with United 
States makers, viz., the question of prompt delivery at the 
Canadian end. In “conjunction with a steamship line on the 
Atlantic, and the Tehuantepec Railway (see ‘“ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 15th November last, p. 313), it is confidently 
expected that goods can be landed hoe England in British 
Columbia in 35 to 40 days.

MEXICO. 


In connexion with the foregoing notice, the following explanation; 
given by the Mexican Minister of Finance to 
the Chamber of Deputies, concerning the sum 
to be expended on works at the two ports on 
the Tehuantepec Isthmus, forwarded by H.M. 
Legation at Mexico City, may be of interest :— 

“The contracts, which are being executed in the ports of 
Coatzacoalcos and Salina Cruz, were signed five years ago, and 
involve the expenditure of more than 65 million Mexican dollars. 
With this outlay the Republic will have two very fine ports on the 
two sides of the Isthmus of Tehuantepec. On the Pacific, Salina 
Cruz will be the first port in America, and on the Atlantic the 
port of Coatzacoalcos will admit ships drawing thirty feet of water, 
which is reckoned in all ports of the world to constitute a first-class 
port. This sacrifice has been made with the object of giving our 
interoceanic route the largest possible traffic, and for this purpose 
there exist contracts, made for nine years, which ensure a move- 
ment of at least three hundred thousand tons per annum.” (See 
also notice on p. 188.)

BRITISH HONDURAS. 


The report on British Honduras, recently issued by the Colonial 
Office (Annual, No. 515), contains the following

Notwithstanding the difficulties attending the fruit trade during 
the latter part of 1905, the export of bananas during the year was 
the largest on record, viz., 554,700 bunches, valued at 149,225 
dols., as compared with 508,200 bunches, valued at 127,450 dols.. 
exported in 1904. More Jand is being taken up for the purpose 
of banana cultivation. 

A stili more satistactory feature was the increase in the produc- 
tion of cocoanuts. The average export for the years 1896 to 1900 
was 2,133,841; for the five years ending 1905, it was 3,818,349. 
‘The cultivation §is still increasing. 

Serious attention has been given to the establishment of rubber 
plantations. These are not yet sufficiently advanced to affect the 
total cf the exyorts, but most of the trees planted are doing well. 
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Agriculture. 





The Colony has plenty of land well suited for the cultivation of 
coffee and cacao. Little has been done in this direction; but the 
modest attempts at cacao cultivation seem to be successful, as is 
evidenced by the fact that 18,998 pounds were produced in 1909, 
as against 14,742 pounds in 1904, aa 892 pounds in 1900. 

The report continues :—‘‘ Tle Colony possesses a considerable area 
of undeveloped land, somewhat difficult of access. In the northern 
half of the Colony, which probably possesses less first-class land 
than in the south, it is possible, with a moderate expenditure, to 
improve the navigation of the rivers so as to make them available 
for small steamers or motor boats. In the southern half, excellent 
lands can be made available by the construction of light tramways. 

‘In agriculture, it seems possible in present conditions to grow 
bananas, cocoanuts, rubber, and cacao at a profit. The mahogany- 
cutting industry works under difficulty on account of the compara- 
tive scarcity of trees of sufficient size and easily accessible. Periods 
of heavy export, consequent on high prices, are likely to be followed 
by years of diminished pr oduction ; but it appears that nature 
produces sufficient trees to prevent the supply from ever being 
exhausted.”

OTTOMAN EMPIRE, 
The British Vice-Consul at Jaffa (Mr. J. Falanga) has forwarded a 
sample of cotton grown near Petaktikwa. This

Cotton Cultivation 5 dum (dated Seoul, 21st November) showing 

m 1906, the rete of cotton cultivation in Corea in 
1906, has been extracted from a local newspaper and forwarded 
by H.M. Legation :— 

“The first crop of cotton has just been gathered from the ground 
near Mokpo planted with American upland cotton seed from the 
experimental grounds in Japan by the Kankoku Menkwa Kaisha 
(Corean Cotton Company), who have succeeded the Cotton Growers’ 
Association, under whose auspices the first experiments were made. 

‘The ground SO far under cultivation is some 175 acres in 
extent, and this years crop consists of 100 bales, weighing 
50,000 lbs. ‘The crop has been purchased by the Osaka Spinners’ 
Association (Osaka Godo Boseki), and they have reported from 
the samples which they have inspected that the fibre is fine and 
soft, with exceptional lustre, and will be well suited for mixture 
in the spinning of fine yarn. The value is estimated at yen 31 per 
picul (about 2/. 6s. 6d. per 100 lbs.). 

“Tt is the intention of the Company to extend the area of the 
ground under cultivation, and they anticipate a crop of 1,000 
bales next year, and of some 10,000 bales the following year. 
Careful investigations have been recently made by experts from 
the Tokio Department of Agriculture and Commerce, and it is 
estimated that if all the waste land and inferior agricultural land 
suitable for cotton growing in Corea be put under cotton, some 
175,000 acres could be thus cultivated, giving a yield, taking the 
present year’s crop as an average one, of 100,000 bales (50,000,000 
Ibs. 

i Ns made this year have given a crop of 3 piculs 
(400 Ibs.) per acre, which is about twice the average crop of cotton 
in the United States per acre. ‘This would appear incredible were 
it not for the following points. The crop in this country has been 
worked with Corean coolies without any sparing of labour, and in 
fact is highly, not, as in the case of the American crop, roughly 
cultivated. It is, naturally, obvious that large areas in Corea 
could not be cultivated in the same painstaking manner, and the 
results of this year would not be likely to be realised when cultiva- 
tion on an extended scale takes place. 

“Nevertheless the importance to Japan of the introduction of 
cotton culture into Corea is great, and should not be lost sight 
of. . . . If, then, Corea can be made to produce anything 
like 100,000 bales of upland cotton per annum, half the present 
consumption by Japanese spinners of American imported cotton 
would be grown in Corea.”

ROUMANIA. 


H.M. Consul at Bucharest (Mr. O. Wardrop) has received a letter 
from the President ot the Tribunal there 
relating to arrangements that have been made 
by the judicial authorities to give greater 
means of protection to the foreign creditors of 
insolvent Roumanians. It appears that in 
many cases merchants declared insolvent have omitted to mention 
in the lists of creditors, which are deposited at the office of the 
Syndics, the names of their foreign creditors, and their mercantile 
books, frequently irregularly kept, have failed to furnish material 
to supply this deficiency. In these circumstances the creditors 
omitted from the list have been too late in making requests to have 
their claims entered, and have thus been deprived of the share of 
the assets due to them. 

The President states that he has ordered the Syndics of the 
Tribunal to communicate to the Consul, in all cases when there is 
a declaration of insolvency, an extract from the declaration, as 
well as a copy of the list of creditors domiciled within the limits 
of the country whose interests he represents. 

Moreover, in order to assist foreign creditors, he has ordered 
that requests for inscription on the table of a bankrupt’ s liabilities

shall be admitted even when they are written in foreign languages 
or lack the necessary revenue stamp that is required on petitions, 
the Syndics having instructions to affix the stamps and charge 
them to the estate of the bankrupt. ‘This concession, which has 
been in force for about four years, applies only to the stamp of 
thirty bani, applicable to petitions for the verification of debts 
during the period fixed by the Tribunal. 

The President has also arranged that at the same time that the 
individual communications are sent to the creditors, there shall be 
sent to the Consul a copy of the table of the distribution of the 
assets, so that interested creditors may control with greater 
facility through the Consul’s office the execution of the mandate 
they have given for the collection of their shares.

in 1906. ‘©1906 has been a prosperous year for the 
agricultural classes, who have been favoured with plentiful crops, 
for which they realised very full prices (sultana raisins, though the 
crop was barely one-half of that of 1905, actually sold for more 
money than the enormous crop of 1905). 

‘Unfortunately, the shippers in general did not participate in 
this boom, partly owing to the risky practice of ‘forward ’ sales, 
which have been considerably indulged in during recent years, and 
which were found impossible to carry out satisfactorily, partly on 
account of the inflated prices that ruled, and partly owing to the 
permanently higher parity of locai rates to those ruling in the 
markets of consumption. 

«This unsatisfactory state of affairs led to financial difficulties, 
Lut in a very few cases only culminated in actual failure, the 
majority of dealers having compromised and settled matters pri- 
vately with their foreign correspondents abroad. The favourable 
conditions under which the native products were thus disposed of 
naturally stimulated the purchasing power of the masses, with the 
result that the import trade was active; Manchester goods, and 
generally all manufactured articles, being in great demand and 
selling at remunerative prices.”

During the twelve months ended the 3lst December, 1906, the 
total number (provisional) of passengers that le/f the United 
Kingdom for places out of Europe was 557,815, as compared 
with 459,662 during 1905, and the total number (provisional) 
that arrived in the United Kingdom from places out of Europe 
during the twelve months ended the 3lst December, 1906, was - 
228,697, as compared with 205,195, during 1905. The balance 
of the total movement shows that the number of passengers that 
left the United Kingdom for places out of Europe exceeded the 
number of passengers that arrwed in the United Kingdom 
from places out of Europe by 329,118 during the twelve months 
ended the 3lst December, 1906, as compared with a similar excess 
of 254,469 during 1905.

THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE 
BRANCH OF THE BOARD OF TRADE: 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (No. 73, Basinyhall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and focussed in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. 

On application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, information with regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender. 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of India, Canada, Cape of Good Hope, and 
Queensland, also the Governments of the Transvaal and Orange 
River Colony, have established, in proximity to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch, at 73, Basinghall Street, special offices for 
dealing with trade matters (see next page). 

The ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to the 
public. The ‘“‘ Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 3d. All

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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 
TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 


India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the 
direction of the Agent-General. 

The Commercial Agent in charge of these offices deals with, and 
supplies free, information on trade subjects connected with the 
Colony, such as commercial products, industries, trade, tariff regu- 
lations, commercial statistics, railway rates, prospects for emigra- 
tion, &c., &c. 

Queensland.—For the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 
nection with Queensland. 

A collection of articles representative of the pastoral, agricultural, 
and mining industries of Queensland are on view, and information 
regarding these industries can be obtained at the Office, as above. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.——A ‘T'rade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
Cape Colony, but under the general direction of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 


their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 
them affecting trade, &c., &c. 
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IMPERIAL INSTITUTE, 


The Imperial Institute at South Kensington was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control of the Board of Trade on the 
Ist January, 1903. ‘The work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Imperial Institute is chiefly occupied with the systematic 
investigation and illustration of the principal resources of India 
and the Colonies. It includes :— 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products, 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. ‘These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days) from 10 am. to 5 p.m., in Summer, and from 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m. in Winter. Special arrangements may be made for the 
visits of schools and other educational institutions. Informa- 
tion concerning India and the Colonies, their products, industries, 
prospects for emigration, &c., may be obtained on verbal applica- 
tion at the Central stand in the Galleries, or applications may be 
addressed in writing to the Director of the Imperial Institute, 
South Kensington, S.W. Publications furnishing information 
relating to the commerce, agriculture, mining and other industries 
of India and the Colonies, as well as those relating to emigration, 
may also be obtained on application at the Central stand. From 
time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 
products will be shown in the sample room attached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 

2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 
laboratories specially equipped for the purpose of investigating 
problems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
In this Department new or little known natural products from 
India and os Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 
The expert staff of the Department is also engaged in the collec- 
tion of information from all sources on these and similar subjects. 

3. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 
supplied with the principal official publications of India and: the 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4, Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &c., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies. 

5. ‘he ‘* Bulletin of the Imperial Institute.” This publication, 
which is now issued quarterly, includes reports on investigations 
conducted at the Imperial Institute, and also special articles 
relating to recent developments in tropical agriculture and in 
the utilisation of raw materials. The ‘ Bulletin” may be 
obtained at the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, or from 
Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode, East Harding Street, Fleet 
Street, E.C., price one shilling per number.
